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Religion and 
Social Studies 

Religion classes, the center of the 
academic world at Noll, are keeping 
up with our changing times. Their 
main purpose, as summed up by 
Father Varga, the head of the Reli¬ 
gion Department, is “Information for 
the sake of Formation.” Young Chris¬ 
tians are given every opportunity to 
voice their opinions on modern moral 
values and attitudes.

In Noll’s Fine Arts Department stu¬ 
dents are given the opportunity to 
advance in the many fields of the fine 
arts.

Physical 

Education 

Upon completion of physical ed¬ 
ucation classes at Noll, underclass¬ 
men are capable of participating in 
and enjoying nearly any sport imagi¬ 
nable. Beginning with a program 
based on strict regimentation, the 
students grind through daily routines 
consisting of essential calisthenics 
and precision drills. The ultimate 
goal of these routines is the de¬ 
velopment of the body to a degree 
that can withstand the rigors of com¬ 
petitive sports. The students are then 
instructed with regard to the funda¬ 
mental rules of the games. Follow¬ 
ing bruising scrimmages, outdoors as 
well as indoors, a student soon ac¬ 
quires a smooth coordination in 
sports such as soccer, basketball, 
softball, volleyball and slaughter ball. 
The swimming pool is the site of 
basic instructional classes for begin¬ 
ners, remedial lessons, or a turbulent 
water polo match between advanced 
swimmers.

Sponsored by 
the Sophomore, Junior and Senior 
Math Clubs last year, the Computer 
Course was made a credit-earning 
subject. The Annual Math Tourna¬ 
ment, sponsored by the Sophomore 
Math Club, is one of the many proj¬ 
ects students undertake. Sister Imelda, 
department head, and other mathe¬ 
matics teachers are offering the stu¬ 
dents many different phases of math, 
which range from business math to 
geometric algebra and computer 
courses. More than one-half of the 
students at Noll participate in at least 
one type of math course.
